q u a r t e r s of a billion dollars, at a very 
conservative estimate, is the annual 
money tax levied by ill-health upon 
wage-workers in the I lilted States 
in the form of lost wages and ex­ 
pends of sickness. 
Hie greater pait 
of this gigantic tax falls upon those 
workers who are least able to a f­ 
ford it, since sickness has ben found 
to be much more prevalent among 
low-paid workers than among those 
whose income are suffeient to pro­ 
vide 
sanitary 
housing, 
adequate 
food and favorable surroundings in 
the borne and in the place of work. 


T h e s e c o n c l u s i o n s are among tho-e 
given in a report on sickness insur­ 


a n c e to the federal G o i m n i s i o n on In­ 


d u s t r i a l Relations which was prepar­ 
ed iii c o - o p e r a t i o n with the United 


S t a t e s Public Health Service. 
The 
report was prepared by Surgeon B. 
S. W an ell, of the Public Health Ser­ 
vile who 
was detailed 
as sanitary 
advisor to the Commission, and Ed­ 
gar Sydenstriker, a member of the 


(\»mmis>ion's -ta ll 
The e s t i m a t e g i v e n a b o v e is b a - e d 
on a careful examination of the sick 
records of nearly a million workers 
in t Iii- country and is found to cor- 
re-pond very closely to the figures 
afforded by the sick records for a 
long p e r i o d oi years of about twen­ 
ty-six 
workers iii 
Germany 
and 
Great Britain. 
It includes, the

port points out, merely the loss

The Seal’s Ventilator.

Washington, D.C., June -1.—Three- 


quarters oi' :i billion dollars, at a very 
conservative estimate, is the annual 
money tax levied by ill-health upon 
wage-workers in the United State: 
in the form of lost wages and ex 
lenses of sickness. The greater part 
of this gigantic tax falls upon those 
workers who are least able to af 
ford it, since sickness has ben found 
to be much more prevalent amon< 
low-paid workers than among thosi 
whose income are suifcient to pro 
vide sanitary 
housing, 
adequate 


.food and favorable surroundings in 
tho home and in the place of work, 


These conclusions are among thosi 


given in a report on sickness insur- 
ance to the federal Cominision on In- 
dustrial Relations which was prepar- 
ed in co-operation with the United 
States Public Health Service. 
Tin 


report was prepared by Surgeon B 
S. Warren, of the Public Health Ser- 
vice who was detailed as sanitary 
advisor to the Commission, and Ed- 
gar Sydenstriker, a member.of the 
Commission's staff 


The estimate given above is based 


on a careful examination of the sick 
records of nearly a million workers 
in this country and is found to cor- 
respond very closely to the figures 
afforded by the sick records for a 
long period of years of about twen- 
ty-six 
workers in 
Germany 
and 


Great Britain. It includes, the re- 
port points out, merely the loss of 
wages during 
illness and tho 
ex- 


penses 
of medical attention, 
and 


does not take into consideration Hit 
impairment 
of the workers' 
ellici- 


eiu-y and vigor, or the cost of ill- 
ness of members of his family. 


The average wage-earner in 
the 


United 
States loses approximately 


nine days every year on account of 
sickness, much of which is prevent- 
able, states the report. 
The real 


signiiieuiice of these facts lies in 
fact, as shown by statistics from a 
large number of governmental 
and 


other investigations, that fully one 
half of 
the wage-earners in 
this 


country do not receive incomes suf- 
ficient 
to maintain healthful 
con 


ditions of living. All experience in 
the treatment of disease and in the 
study of the economic conditions of 
sick persons 
agreed that 
poverty 


and sickness go hand in hand, 
Hie 


report says, and that it is 
among 


these 
low paid workers and 
their 


families that the highest 
morbidity 


rate is found 
to prevail. 
Sickness 


has been found 
to be one of 
the 


principal causes 
of 
unemployment 


and a principal factor in recruiting 
the army of destitute and dependant 
persons. 
The cost to the industries 


of the country resulting from the ill- 
health 
of employes cannot be 
es- 


timated, asserts the report, nor is it 
possible to indicate the tremendous 
cost to the nation.

Washington, D. C., Juue 1.—The 


United States Department of Agri- 
inltnre will send representatives of 
the Bureau of Soils to make a com- 
plete survey of Grant County, Ind- 
iana. 
Similar soil surveys are now 


in progress in Wells and 
White 


counties. The surveying parties, it is 
expected, will take several months 
to 
complete the examination 
find 


mapping of the soils in these three 
counties. 


The department 
requests co-op- 


eration on the part of farmers and 
land owners with the Federal Soil 
Survey. They should be given facili- 
ties to make borings and sample the 
different soils. 
They are 
provided 


with credentials which will be shown 
upon request. 


As soon as they have completed 


their investigations, they will make 
a large map 
showing the various 


kinds of soils and their location by 
means of colors and shading. This 
map will also show the location of 
the principal roads, schools, church- 
es, railroads and watercourses. 


Accompanying the map will be a 


complete report on the nature of the 
soils, their suitability for 
growing 


various crops, and suggestions for 
their 
improvement 
by 
fertilizers, 


cover crops and crop rotations. This 
report and the map will not be ready 
for 
circulation 
for some 
months 


after completion of the survey.
